He Is John Edgar Hoover, direc- 
} tor of the Federal Bureau of Inves- 
tigation Since 1934, and a principal 
1 aid of Attorney General Biddle and 
Judge Advocate General Cramer in 
■ preparing the Government's ease 
against the eight Nail agents in 
the trial conducted by the Presi- 
dent's military commission. 

His colleagues say that Ur Hoover 
knows more about subversive activ- 
ities in the United States than any 
man in the country. Since the out- 
break of the war In Europe. Mr. 
Hoover devoted much of his 
time to problems of internal security, 
and has held regular conferences 
with representatives of the Army 
and Navy intelligence service* 
Through these conferences infor- 
mation about foreign espionage has 
been exchanged, and plans formu- 
lated for a cooperative campaign to 
uncover espionage, and ferret out 
foreign agents. 

As soon as word reached FBI 
headquarters that Nasi agents had 
landed OB the United States coast, 
Mr. Hoover took the field to direct 
in person the investigation that re- 
sulted in the apprehension of the 
eight men who hive been on trial 
here for their lives, and their 14 
.accomplices, recently arrested.

*roun&-New York. Mr. Hoover spent 


be revealed. Clues were reported 
from as far away as the Pacific 
Coast. 

Official* are unable to reveal ex- 
actly how many FBI agents took 
part in the search for the Nazi 
saboteurs. Because of the wide 
geographical range of the leads un- 
covered. they point out, a large pro- 
portion of the field personnel had 
some hand In the investigation. 
Identification and apprehension of 
the Nazis landed from German 
submarines, and their accomplices, 
though achieved in a few weeks, 
proved one of the toughest jobs ever 
faeed by Hoover and his men. 

When Mr. Hoover entered the 
Justice Department, his ambition 
was to become a Government attor- 
ney, and possibly to open a law 
office of his own lster. His first 
assignment was to the newly formed 
War Division, This was a few 
months after the entrance of the 
United States into the First World 
War, The new unit co-operated 
with the Army and Navy Intelli- 
gence services in preparing evidence 
for deportation of suspected and 
declared anarchists. 

Mr. Hoover anon won recognition 
as tht department's beat informed 
man on deportation cases. His work 
attracted the attention of Attorney 
Oeneral T. W. Oregory, and he was 
promoted to special assistant to the 
Attorney General. 

.The Bureau of Investigation, at 
that time, was a' little known Fed- 
eral agency. Mr. Hoover became 
Interested tn its operations and. in 
August, tfllfi, Mr. Gregory asked 
him to set up to the bureau a gen- 
eral Intehvgence division. 

From then on. investigative work 
became Mr. Hoover's chief interest 
In 1931 he was made assistant di- 
rector of the bureau, and three years 
later Attorney General Harlan F. 


8 tone (now the Chief Justm-cf the 
United States! appointed him ' 31 - 
rector. He accepted on condition 
that there would be no polities tn 
the bureau. 

In the years immediately follow- 
ing, Mr. Hoover and his G-men were 
often in the national spotlight In the 
war against crime. He himself lad 
his men in several raids against 
notorious gangsters. 

Under his leadership, the FBI not 
only engaged in a successful war 
against crime, but law enforcement 
was placed on a professionalised, 
scientific basis. Oldtimers laughed 
when Mr. Hoover decided to lecrult 
his new agents from the ranks of 
college graduates and those with 
similar educational training. The 
policy proved a wise one, boweVer. 
for the FBI today, because go many 
of its agents are lawyers, knows 
how to gather the evldenoe that will 
obtain convictions. Of the easaa 
presented to the courts by the FBI 
last year, more than 91 per emit 
resulted In convictions. 

Two decades ago the FBI bad ap- 
proximately 600 agent! gn the foils. 
Today it has more than 9,000, and a
